Boy, 9, Admits Fire 


That Took Four Lives 


BOSTON (UPD — Police dis­ 
closed today a 9 -y ear-old b oy 
has admitted pl a y 
i n g with 
matches in the Sherry Bilt- 
more Hotel room where a fire 
that took four lives and in­ 
jured 24 others started early 
last Friday . 
Police said the b oy was the 
son of a memb er of the cast of 
the Broadway road show “The 
Sound of Music” which is cur­ 
rently play ing at a dow-ntown 
theater here. 
Four times in recent months 
fire has b roken out in hotels 
where the cast has b een stay ­ 
ing. Previous fires occurred in 
Minneapolis, Columb us, Ohio 
and Baltimore, Md. No lives 
were lost in any of those fires. 
Authorities said the b oy ad­ 
mitted that he was “play ing I 
with matches” in the room on i 


the sixth floor of the hotel. He 
told police that the matches 
b lazed suddenly , he stepped on 
them and then left the room. 
No charges were placed im­ 
mediately against the y oung­ 
ster. His mother, weeping, was 
b rought to police headquarters. 
The fire swept three floors 
of the hotel and only fast work

Nearly 100 pe r s o n s 
were rescued over ladders and

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Candidates Split On San Rafael Teaching Of Phonics 
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Candidates for the San Ra­ 
fael Board of Education have 
split at candidate forums over 
whether San 
Rafael 
schools 
employ phonetic teaching of 
reading; the city schools of­ 
fice says they do. 
Outspoken for teaching of 
phonics, beginning in kinder­ 
garten, have been candidates 
Edythe B. Tait and Dr. D. 
Gwynn Thomson. Candidates 
C. Paul Bettini and Frank M. 
Parker have d e c l a r e d the 
schools do teach phonics. Other 
candidates have steered clear 
of the question. 
The issue of teaching read­ 
ing by the phonetic method 
was raised by the San Rafael 
Schools Curriculum 
Commit­ 
tee. A minority report of the 
committee on April 6, 1962, 
signers of which included Mrs. i 


Tait and Dr. Thomson, pro 
posed “ all classes be taught 
reading by a strong phonetic 
method starting at the kinder­ 
garten level.’’ 
The issue having been raised 
in the election campaign, the 
Independent - Journal a s k e d 
Supt. Bert C. Corona whether 
now— a year later—phonics is 
used in San Rafael elementary 
schools, and if so, in what 
grades, in what form, and to 
what extent. 
A review prepared by Lillian 
Seaver, 
publications director 
for San Rafael schools, in re­ 
sponse to the inquiry, says: 
“The phonics program in the 
13 schools of the San Rafael 
Elementary District r a n g e s 
from phonic recognition and 
discrimination of vowels, con­ 
sonants and word sounds in 


the primary grades to the in 
troduction 
of 
phonetics 
in 
word analysis, grammar, spell­ 
ing and reading in grades four 
through eight.” 
(Webster’s New Internation­ 
al Dictionary gives “ phonics” 
and “ phonetics” as synonyms, 
but notes “ phonics” is “ now 
usually specifically the study 
and application of elementary 
phonetics as a method of teach­ 
ing beginners to read or enun­ 
ciate.” ) 
Continued Mrs* Seaver’s re­ 
view: 
“ Phonics 
study 
begins 
in 
kindergarten as part of the 
reading readiness p r o g r a m . 
Some of the teaching devices 
used throughout the district 
include r h y m i n g cards in 
which children verbally asso­ 
ciate the similarity of words 
Phonics 
Stressed 
At Reed 


Phonics is being stressed in 
the elementary reading pro­ 
gram of the Reed Union School 
District, according to Supt. Ed­ 
ward C. Pino. 
In an informational booklet 
to parents, just published by 
the district, describes teach­ 
ing phonetic skills as a primary 
aid in (1) recognizing words 
students have previously met, 
(2) identifying new words, (3) 
checking the identity of the 
word to see that it fits the 
meaning of the sentence and 
(4) enunciating clearly and pro­ 
nouncing accurately. 
The booklet also stresses the 
importance of phonetic skills 
tc develop better spelling. 
The booklet says the reading 
program begins with an analy­ 
sis of the words in the child’s 
sight vocabulary and then pro­ 
ceeds to eight basic phonetic 
skills. 
In the booklet are summar­ 
ized 
the 
reading 
materials 
used, which include the basic 
state reading series and a wide 
variety of supplementary read­ 
ers, ranging from most tradi­ 
tional McGuffey series to the 
most modern Science Research 
Associates reading laboratory 
aids. 
A list of Junior Great Books 
has been prepared as a guide to 
assist teachers in selecting sup­ 
plementary books.

REALTY MAN WARNS 
ON LAND FRAUDS 


Paul E. Crowley, president of 
the Marin County Real Estate 
Board, said today he is con­ 
cerned with mounting federal 
evidence that the number of 
cases i n v o l v i n g fraudulent 
sales of land by mail 
has 
“ snowballed,” and counseled 
against 
purchasing 
property 
“sight unseen.” 
He recommended one of two 
steps before signing an agree­ 
ment to buy land: 
1. Personally 
inspect 
the 
property. 
2. Employ independent real 
estate counsel to analyze val­ 
ues. 
He said the National Assn. of 
Real Estate Boards was one of 
the first to warn against rely­ 
ing 
upon 
offers 
by 
mail, 
through newspapers, television 
or radio to sell relatively unde­ 
veloped land, without actually 
viewing the property to deter­ 
mine if it was suitable for per- 
sonal use or had investment 
value. 
“ Since last May the NAREB 
through many of its 1,430 local 
boards and 73,000 members ac- \ 
ross the country has repeated 
these 
warnings against 
the j 
wave of promotions by unprin- j 
cipled operators,” he said. 
Crowley's warning came on 
the heels of a Senate investiga­ 
tion into the growth of fraudu­ 
lent sales of land by mail. The 
special Senate committe on ag­ 
ing is weighing whether to 
broaden the powers of the Sec­ 
urities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion to require those selling 
land in interstate commerce to 
disclose basic information, such 
as assets and location with re­ 
spect to community facilities 
and other improvements. 
The Senate committee is al­ 
so considering giving the Post 


Office Department more power 
in curbing unscrupulous prac­ 
tices. At present, the depart­ 
ment must prove criminal in­ 
tent before it can deny access 
to the mails. 


Crowley said the land-mail 
fraud usually works something 
like this: 
A man buys cheap, often use­ 
less 
property 
at 
very 
low 
prices. Then, in extensive ad­ 
vertising he uses glowing, in­ 
accurate descriptions. Essential 
facts are omitted, and he re­ 
sells lots by mail at prices 90 
to 
100 
times 
their 
value. 
Phrases such as “a short drive 
away” can often mean a two- 
hour trip. In one case, “exquis­ 
ite surroundings” turned out to 
be a jungle.

SAN MATEO UPi — A lung 
specialist blames “ mass hy s­ 
teria” for the growing belief 
that cigarette smoking causes 
lung cancer. 
Dr. LeRoy Hy de, chief of 
pulmonary disease serv ice at 
the 
Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital in Long Beach, and 
UCLA assistant professor, told 
the 
California 
Tuberculosis 
and Health Society here y ester­ 
day : 
“ The rise in lung cancer and 
the rise in smoking are two in­ 
dependent v ariables not nec­ 
essarily related by cause and 
effect.” 
He noted that statistics show 
lung cancer is more prev alent 
among heav y smokers, whisky 
drinkers, div orced people, and 
city dwellers. He pointed out 
v iruses hav e produced lung 
cancer in animals, studies hav e 
indicated a strong hereditary 
link, and shown different ba­ 
sic phy sical and psy chological 
characteristics between smok­ 
ers and non-smokers. 
“ I’m not arguing in fav or of 
smoking,” Dr. Hy de said. “ I 
don’t smoke, my self. But this 
is a case of mass hy steria 
where the medical profession 
is being utilized by people who 
hav e an emotional inv olv ement 
in the problem. It’s unscien­ 
tific.” 
“ I believ e cigarette smoking 


is bad, it’s dirty , it stinks and 
it’s ex pensiv e. But I don’t be­ 
liev e that y ou should argue 
that it causes lung cancer as 
an effort to stop people from 
smoking. 


“ There’s hardly a disease of 
mankind that 
h a s n ’ t been 
blamed on smoking and been 
dropped when the cause was 
prov en.” 


Dr. Hy de, chief inv estigators 
in a federally sponsored re­ 
search effort to find new chem­ 
icals to treat lung cancer, said 
he sees some 250 lung cancer 
patients a y ear.

Mosk Rules State Board Wins In Fuss With Rafferty 


SACRAMENTO (Jfi — Atty. 
Gen. Stanley Mosk today de­ 
clared the State Board of Edu­ 
cation the winner in its dispute 
with 
Dr. 
Maxwell 
Rafferty 
over who sets educational pol­ 
icy in California. 


Mosk ruled that the board is 
“the sole authority in policy 
making for the California ed­ 
ucation 
program,” 
and 
the 
state superintendent of public 
instruction 
must 
follow 
the 
board’s directions. 


The superintendent may not 
properly refuse to execute an 
order, Mosk said, simply be­ 
cause it is contrary to his own 
personal beliefs and wishes. 
But, the attorney general 
said, the superintendent may 


express his personal opinion 
oh legislation to the legisla­ 
ture and the people. 
Mosk’s opinion said the re­ 
lationship between the board 
and the superintendent is sim-! 
ilar to that between the execu­ 


tive head of a corporation and 
its board of directors. 
The 
dispute 
began 
when 
Rafferty gave his all-out sup­ 
port to a multiple adoption 
textbook bill in January. The 
board opposed the bill, which 


has since been killed by the 
Assembly education committee. 
Rafferty then asked Mosk for 
an opinion on who has power 
to set educational policy for 
the state. 
T h e 
superintendent 
also 


asked whether he had the le­ 
gal right to refuse to execute 
an order of the board, whether 
he can lawfully support a bill 
the board opposed, and wheth­ 
er he can be removed from 
office if he fails to carry out 


a board order. 
Mosk’s opinion termed “hy­ 
pothetical’’ 
the 
question 
of 
whether Rafferty could refuse 
to carry out a board order. It 
said essentially that an assist-

which wants to expand to pro­ 
vide bus service all the way 
from Hamilton Air Force Base 
to Greenbrae. is losing $4,000 a 
month on its present operation 
in San Rafael, California Pub­ 
lic Utility Commission account­ 
ants contended today. 
The accountants cast a pall 
over a rosy forecast by Robert 
L. Peterson of Ross, president 
and general manager of Marin 
Transit, of what might happen 
if the PUC grants permission 
for the expanded operation.

Peterson admitted the San 
Rafael opr'ralion. which started 
last Dec. 1, has resulted in loss 
of about $3.000. 
Kenji Tomida of the PUC 
Staff said on the contrary it J 
seemed th° loss for the four 
months had been $17.236.12, al­ 
though he said it was difficult 
to separate figures of the bus 


operation from those of the 
parent Redwood Moving and 
Storage Co.

GENEVA (UPI>— The Soviet Union today accepted 
a U.S. proposal to set up a ‘‘hot line” communications 
link between Moscow and Washington that would dim­ 
inish the risk of an accidental outbreak of World War III. 


The United States promptly and “warmly” welcom­ 
ed the Soviet agreement, which would make it possible 
! for President John F. 
Kennedy and 
Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev to confer almost instantaneously to head 
off a possible nuclear war. 


Soviet delegate Semyon K. Tsarapkin said the agree­ 
ment was the “ first practical result” achieved by the 17- 
nation disarmament conference

Oppenheimer Wins Fermi Award 


WASHINGTON 
(JO— Atomic physicist J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, denied a security clearance by the Atomic 
Energy Commission nine years ago, has 
been selected to receive the AEC’s high­ 
est honor— the $50,000 Fermi Award. 
Selection of the controversial scient­ 
ist, confirmed by a commission spokes­ 
man last night and expected to be an­ 
nounced today by the White House, im­ 
mediately opened two avenues of spec­ 
ulation: 
That the government may ask him 
to do secret work and that the adminis­ 
tration wishes to see dispelled the cloud that enveloped 
Oppenheimer in the 1954 security case. 
Oppenheimer. 59. is director of the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton, N. J., and from 
1947 
through 1952 he served as chairman of the general ad­ 
visory committee to the Atomic Energy Commission. 


Scopes Defends Evolution Teachers 


SHREVEPORT, La. (UPD—John T. 
Scopes, defendant in the famed 1925 
“monkey trial,” said he hoped two Mem­ 
phis school teachers who want to con­ 
duct classes on evolution “have better 
luck than I did.” 
Scopes 
was convicted 
almost 40 
years ago at Dayton, Tenn., of violating 
the state's law by teaching Darwin’s 
theory of evolution. 
Memphis teachers Doris Doss, 22, 
and Martha Powell, 21, have been ordered to quit dis­ 
cussing the 
Darwin theory in their classes. 
Scopes, a geologist, said 
he would support the 
women any way he could 
“I can t understand why in this space age and in 
view of all the advancement science has achieved, that 
we are still arguing over something archaic like this,” 
Scopes said. 


$211,500 Judgment Against Powell 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell, Jr., (D-N.Y.), was hit 
by a supreme court jury yesterday with 
a $211,500 libel judgment. 
Mrs. Esther James, 66, who sued 
the Negro lawmaker for 1 million dol­ 
lars after he referred to her on a tele­ 
vision program as a “bag woman” (graft 
collector) for the police department, 
received the verdict with tears of joy. 
“The king is dead. Adam Clayton 
Powell is dead. Now he will just have 
to keep his mouth shut,” she said. 
A spokesman said only that Powell 
would appeal the verdict. 
The judgment included $11,500 in 
compensatory damages— for loss of in­ 
come and damage to reputation— and 
$200,000 in punitive damages— for wan­ 
ton, malicious and reckless defamation. 
The all-white jury of seven men and 
five women handed down its verdict 
after four hours of deliberation.

Candidates Split On San Rafael Teaching Of Phonics 


Candidates for the San Ra­ 
fael Board of Education have 
split at candidate forums over 
whether San Rafael schools 
employ phonetic teaching of 
reading; the city schools of­ 
fice says they do. 
Outspoken for teaching of 
phonics, beginning in kinder­ 
garten, have been candidates 
Edythe B. Tait and Dr. D. 
Gwynn Thomson. Candidates 
C. Paul Bettini and Frank M. 
Parker have d e c l a r e d the 
schools do teach phonics. Other 
candidates have steered clear 
of the question. 
The issue of teaching read­ 
ing by the phonetic method 
was raised by the San Rafael 
Schools Curriculum Commit­ 
tee. A minority report of the 
committee on April 6, 1962, 
signers of which included Mrs. 


Tait and Dr. Thomson, pro­ 
posed “ all classes be taught 
reading by a strong phonetic 
method starting at the kinder­ 
garten level.” 
The issue having been raised 
in the election campaign, the 
Independent - Journal a s k e d 
Supt. Bert C. Corona whether 
now—a year later—phonics is 
used in San Rafael elementary 
schools, and if so, in what 
grades, in what form, and to 
what extent. 
A review prepared by Lillian 
Seaver, 
publications director 
for San Rafael schools, in re­ 
sponse to the inquiry, says: 
“The phonics program in the 
13 schools of the San Rafael 
Elementary District r a n g e s 
from phonic recognition and 
discrimination of vowels, con­ 
sonants and word sounds in 


the primary grades to the in­ 
troduction 
of 
phonetics 
in 
word analysis, grammar, spell­ 
ing and reading in grades four 
through eight.” 
(Webster’s New Internation­ 
al Dictionary gives “ phonics” 
and “ phonetics” as synonyms, 
but notes “ phonics” is “ now 
usually specifically the study

REALTY MAN WARNS 
ON LAND FRAUDS 


Phonics is being stressed in 
the elementary reading pro­ 
gram of the Reed Union School 
District, according to Supt. Ed­ 
ward C. Pino. 
In an informational booklet 
to parents, just published by 
the district, describes teach­ 
ing phonetic skills as a primary 
aid in (1) recognizing words 
students have previously met, 
(2) identifying new words, (3) 
checking the identity of the 
word to see that it fits the 
meaning of the sentence and 
(4) enunciating clearly and pro­ 
nouncing accurately. 
The booklet also stresses the 
importance of phonetic skills 
tc develop better spelling. 
The booklet says the reading1 
program begins with an analy­ 
sis of the words in the child’s 
sight vocabulary and then pro­ 
ceeds to eight basic phonetic 
skills. 
In the booklet are summar­ 
ized 
the 
reading 
materials 
used, which include the basic 
state reading series and a wide 
variety of supplementary read­ 
ers, ranging from most tradi­ 
tional McGuffey series to the 
most modern Science Research 
Associates reading laboratory 
aids. 
A list of Junior Great Books 
has been prepared as a guide to 
assist teachers in selecting sup­ 
plementary books. 


Meeting Canceled 
The meeting of the Marin- 
wood Parks and Recreation 
Commission scheduled for last 
night was canceled by Chair­ 
man William C. Sullivan be­ 
cause of a lack of a quorum.

Paul E. Crowley, president of 
the Marin County Real Estate 
Board, said today he is con­ 
cerned with mounting federal 
evidence that the number of

purchasing 
property 
“sight unseen.” 
He recommended one of two 
steps before signing an agree­ 
ment to buy land: 
1. Personally 
inspect 
the 
property. 
2. Employ independent real 
estate counsel to analyze val­ 
ues. 
He said the National Assn. of 
Real Estate Boards was one of 
the first to warn against rely­ 
ing 
upon 
offers 
by 
mail, 
through newspapers, television 
or radio to sell relatively unde­ 
veloped land, without actually 
viewing the property to deter­ 
mine if it was suitable for per­ 
sonal use or had investment 
value. 
“Since last May the NAREB 
through many of its 1,430 local 
boards and 73,000 members ac­ 
ross the country has repeated 
these 
warnings 
against 
the 
wave of promotions by unprin­ 
cipled operators,” he said 
Crowley’s warning came on 
the heels of a Senate investiga­ 
tion into the growth of fraudu­ 
lent sales of land by mail. The 
special Senate committe on ag­ 
ing is weighing whether to 
broaden the powers of the Sec­ 
urities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion to require those selling 
land in interstate commerce to 
disclose basic information, such 
as assets and location with re­ 
spect to community facilities 
and other improvements. 
The Senate committee is al­ 
so considering giving the Post 


Office Department more power 
in curbing unscrupulous prac­ 
tices. At present, the depart­ 
ment must prove criminal in­ 
tent before it can deny access 
to the mails. 


Crowley said the land-mai! 
fraud usually works something 
like this: 
A man buys cheap, often use­ 
less 
property 
at 
very 
low 
prices. Then, in extensive ad­ 
vertising he uses glowing, in­ 
accurate descriptions. Essential 
facts are omitted, and he re­ 
sells lots by mail at prices 90 
to 
100 
times 
their 
value. 
Phrases such as “a short drive 
away” can often mean a two- 
hour trip. In one case, “exquis­ 
ite surroundings” turned out to 
be a jungle.

The king and his party look­

Therapeutic 
Abortion 


Law Asked 


SACRAMENTO iff* — A bill 
to legalize therapeutic abor­ 
tions has been introduced in 
the legislature by freshm an 
Assemblyman Anthony C. Beil- 
enson (D-Beverly Hills). 
Present California law al­ 
lows an abortion only if it is 
necessary to save the life of 
the m other— a very' rare situa­ 
tion, says Beilenson. 
His bill would perm it abor­ 
tions if the m ental or physical 
health of the m other or her un­ 
born child is in danger, or if 
pregnancy was the result of 
rape or incest. 
The operation would have to 
be performed in a licensed hos­ 
pital upon the application of 
two physicians. A committee 
in the hospital also would have 
to approve. 
In the case of an alleged 
rape or incest, the facts would 
have to be reviewed by a dis­ 
trict attorney or court. 
Beilenson charged that many j 
abortions are being perform ed i 
in California hospitals illicitly 
to prevent births of children 
doomed to deform ity or men­ 
tal retardation by disease or 
other causes.

In 1961.

Smoking, Cancer Link 


Called 7Mass Hysteria7 


SAN MATEO i/Pi — A lung 
specialist blames “mass hys- 
jteria” for the growing belief 
I that cigarette smoking causes 
lung cancer. 
Dr. LeRoy Hyde, chief of 
pulmonary disease service at 
the 
Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital in Long Beach, and 
UCLA assistant professor, told 
the 
California 
Tuberculosis 
and Health Society here yester­ 
day: 
“The rise in lung cancer and 
the rise in smoking are two in­ 
dependent variables not nec­ 
essarily related by cause and 
effect.” 
He noted that statistics show 
lung cancer is more prevalent 
among h eavy smokers, whisky 
drinkers, divorced people, and 
city dwellers. He pointed out 
viruses have produced lung 
cancer in animals, studies have 
indicated a strong hereditary 
link, and shown different ba­ 
sic physical and psychological 
characteristics between smok­ 
ers and non-smokers. 
“I’m not arguing in favor of 
smoking,” Dr. Hyde said. “I 
don’t smoke, myself. But this 
is a case of mass hysteria 
where the medical profession 
is being utilized by people who 
have an emotional involvement 
in the problem. It’s unscien­ 
tific.” 
“I believe cigarette smoking 


is bad, it’s dirty, it stinks and 
it’s expensive. But I don’t be­ 
lieve that you should argue 
that it causes lung cancer as 
an effort to stop people from 
smoking. 


“There’s hardly a disease of 
mankind that h a s n ’ t been 
blamed on smoking and been 
dropped when the cause was 
proven.” 


Dr. Hyde, chief investigators 
in a federally sponsored re­ 
search effort to find new chem­ 
icals to treat lung cancer, said 
he sees some 250 lung cancer 
patients a year. 


'Growth 
Not Such 
Good Thing' 


LOS ANGELES (UPH—Los An­ 
geles’ t r e m e n d o u s growth 
might not be such a good thing 
for industrial expansion after 
all, a meeting of the Los An­ 
geles Chamber of Commerce 
has been told. 
Edgardo Contini. an engi­ 
neer, said industrial growth 
now comes in different pat­ 
terns than it used to. 
“The relationship between 
industrial location and residen­ 
tial development has under­ 
gone a major evolution in the 
last 
half 
century,” 
Contini 
said. 
“Historically, industry would 
settle 
where 
raw 
materials 
and/or convenient transporta­ 
tion were readily available, and 
the city would grow around 
these locations. In more recent 
times, a reversal has begun to 
take place; industry—far less 
dependent on fixed routes of 
transportation—has begun to 
locate where labor is available 
either at lower costs or under 
conditions of more stable resi­ 
dential habit.” 
Contini said these factors 
were 
attracting industry to 
Texas and Arizona.

DAVIS GP) — University of 
California scientists reduced 11 
tons of potatoes to a quart of 
biologically potent soup to find 
new clues to the mystery of 
plant growth. 
Results of the work—discov­ 
ery of a new type of plant 
growth 
regulator apparently 
belonging to a hormone group 
known as gibberellins—were 
reported yesterday by Law­ 
rence Rappaport of the univer­ 
sity’s departm ent of vegetable 
crops. 
GROWTH CONTROL 
Gibberellins 
help 
control 
stem growth, flowering, num ­ 
ber and size of fruit and other 
aspects of plant behavior. Com­ 
mercially produced from fun­ 
gus, the g’bberellins are used, 
for example, to increase seed­ 
less grape amounts and size. 
The extracts are in acid form. 
In the plant its concentration 
suddenly and inexplicably in­ 
creases at critical growth peri­ 
ods. 
Davis 
researchers 
set 
to 
work on the problem of how 
acid gibberllins could exist for 
long in the chemically neutral 
interiors of plants. 
PEELINGS, EYES 
Rappaport and co-workers 
took peelings and eyes—likliest 
location of growth substances 
—from 11 tons of potatoes and 
ground, froze and dried them 
under vacuum. Then they con­ 
centrated 30 gallons of liquid 
extract from this material to 
about one quart. 
The scientists found several 
forms of non-acid neutral gib- 
berellin in the quart of organi­ 
cally active fluid.

He explained that the neut­ 
ral, inactive gibberellins may 
be stored in the plant until 
needed in a growth process, 
when a simple chemical reac­ 
tion could convert them into an 
active hormone.

Farm Wives Carry On Tradition

Here in Marin where more 
and more farm land is being 
taken by subdivisions, one for­ 
gets that farming is still a ma­ 
jor way of life in the western 
and northern portions of the 
county. 
Typical of the farm way of 
life are the Marin County Farm 
Bureau 
Women, 
who 
repre­ 
sent large and small farms and 
those 
who 
are 
leaving 
the 
farming business. 
Three such families were 
interviewed for this story of 
farm life today in Marin. 


THE 
CAMILLO 
MORELLI 
family of Red Hill, just within 
the borders of Marin County, 
seems to me the least affected 
as far as the subdivision ex­ 
pansion is concerned. 
Their lovely farm of 1103 
acres, where they have lived 
for thirty years, is only a few; 
minutes 
drive 
from 
Novato 
and Highway 101. 
Modernization on the farm 
has, of course, taken over. And 
the Morelli’s are fortunate in 
that their two oldest sons have 
decided to stay on the farm. 


THE FOURTH generation of 
the Morelli family to farm in 
Marin and Sonoma counties, 
Robert and Donald both gradu­ 
ated from California Polytech­ 
nic Institute with a degree in 
dairy husbandry. 
Robert and his wife, Joan, 
have lived in one of the three 
homes 
on 
the 
family 
farm 
since 1959. They have three 
children, Jeanette, Jimmy and 
Donald. 
Donald and his bride moved 
into their home on the ranch 
two years ago, but he has had 
to take a short leave from 
farming, as he was recently 
called into the% service. 


CAMILLO MORELLFS grand­ 
mother came to this country at 
the age of eight. She lived in 
the area until she died at the 
age of 101, two years ago. 
The young wives of Robert 
and Donald have also joined 
the 
Farm 
Bureau 
Women, 
which is open to any woman 
who is a wife of a Farm Bureau 
member. 
The Morelli's also have a 
younger son, Michael, 15, who 
is an active member of the Fu­ 
ture 
Farm er's 
of 
America. 
There seems to be no doubt 
that there will be a member 
of the Morelli family in the 
dairy industry for a long time. 


TWO OF THE largest farms 
in Marin which are being taken 
over by the subdividers is the 
Freitas C Ranch and the San­ 
chez Ranch. They total nearly 
3000 acres. A great many of 
the ranchers who have sold 
their places in 
Marin have 
moved to Sonoma County. 
One of the ranchers who 
asked to be excluded from the 
city of Novato is Robert Mc­ 
Clelland, whose front gate is 


the city-county line, on Olive i 
Avenue. 


THE McCLELLANDS have a 
dairy farm, highly modernized 
However, this only adds to the 
work of Mrs. McClelland, who 
spends about two hours a day 
on book work, keeping track 
of all the registered Holstein 
cattle and other livestock. Her 
many charts, which are as de­ 
tailed as any medical report, 
are 
checked 
and 
counter­ 
checked. She must also take 
pictures of the new little calves, 
which are sent in for registry 
wr i t h 
t h e 
Holstein-Friesian 
Assn., Brattleboro. Vt. 
Once a month an inspection 
is made by dairy inspectors 
with tests made of the butter- 
fat and 
solids in the milk. 
Housewives may be interested 
to know that milk which is 
served every day on the family 
table is now tested for solids, 
rather than for butterfat. and 
a very close check is made for 
bacteria or impurities in the 
milk. 


A GREAT CHANGE has been 


made at the McClelland R anch,1 
where they have lived for 25 
years. Mrs. McClelland joking­ 
ly says, “I had to teach my 
Irish husband how' to milk a 
cow when we first got the 
dairy.” 
The dairy was the first to 
sell bottled and pasteurized 
milk in Novato. ' From me to 
thee" was the advertisement on 
the bottle, which Mrs. McClel­ 
land delivered door to door at 
five cents a pint. “There were j 
a lot of families that ordered 
a pint of milk in the morning 
and a pint at night, with spe­ 
cial instructions to put it in 
the ice-box in their kitchens, 
a common appliance in 1938," 
Mrs. McClelland recalled. 


“WE HAVE NO problems of 
delinquency at 
home.” Mrs. 
McClelland said, speaking of 
their two children. Saralee. 15, 
and George, who is 11 years of 
age. 


The youngsters are both in 
4-H work and have registered 
cattle of their own. Both of 
them work around the farm. 


and get a regular salary each 
month, so they are partners in 
the business. They have both 
purchased 
registered 
stock 
with 
the 
money 
they 
have 
earned. 


GEORGE THOUGHT 
t h i s

THE 37-ACRE ranch, which 
was formerly part of the large 
Gnoss family ranch, is used 
primarily for grazing stock, a 
few chickens, and a large fam­ 
ily garden. Mrs. Gnoss cans the 
beans and corn, still raised on 
the ranch. 


Mrs. Gnoss, who at one time 
packed 1,500 eggs a day, and 
drove a truck to market, has 
seen a great change in the 
street they now live on. When 
she moved to the ranch 27 
years ago, there was not a 
house on the same side of the 
street between their home and 
Highway 101, Novato.

the William Gnoss family since 
a child, are not interested in 
farming. William is now work' 
ing for the county treasurer’s

The Marin County Farm Bu­ 
reau Women was organized in 
1961. Conscious of the increas­ 
ing changes in the farm indus­ 
try, the wives particularly help 
in writing letters to representa­ 
tives in the government who 
deal with farm legislation. 
With farms having the third 
highest accident rate in the 
state, the farm women also 
know the need for a safety pro­ 
gram. At a recent meeting of 
the Farm Bureau Women, Mrs. 
Mary Casey of Santa Rosa, re­ 
gion chairman of the Califor­ 
nia Farm Bureau Women, stat­ 
ed that there are potential 
dangers all around the farm. 
Among them, insecticides, chil­ 
dren around machinery and 
improper driveways. 


ANOTHER PROJECT of the 
women is the placing of rec­ 
ords of the “Star-Spangled Ban­ 
ner” in any school upon the re­ 
quest of the school. The rec­ 
ords are donated by American 
Heritage, in conjunction with 
a 
statewide citizenship pro­ 
gram. Schools which received 
the records so far are Union, 
West Marin. Lincoln, Our Lady 
of Loretto in Novato, Marshall 
and Tomales. 


HOWEVER, with all the mod­ 
ernization of farming, and the 
civic interests of the Farm Bu­ 
reau wife, a way of life still i 
seems to prevail in the farm ] 
home—the big kitchen, with 
warmness and light, and the 
genuineness of the farm peo- 
pie.

Tiburón In Sound Move 
To End Flooding Nuisance 


The determination of citizens and 
property owners of the Tiburon-Belve- 
dere area to do something about the 
periodic flooding problem, with its in­ 
evitable loss and inconvenience, is be­ 
ginning to show definite signs of prog­ 
ress. 
Action of the citizen groups, spark- 
plugged early in the year by the Tiburón 
Peninsuia club, is encouraging. Resi- • 
dents of the two communities will do 
well to follow through with the mass of 
painstaking and time consuming organ­ 
izational and procedural details. The 
end result will more than justify the 
effort. 
A major step was made early in the 
week when the Tiburón Sanitary district 
approved the formation of a drainage 
assessment district. The program has 
the approval of state experts. 
The program has the blessings of the 
Belvedere city council. 
One encouraging aspect is that the 
leadership has not followed the all too 
familiar pattern, 
in 
these 
days, 
of 


launching a project and then concen­ 
trating on an appeal for state or fed­ 
eral funds. 
The project has been undertaken at 
the district level, as such p r o g r a m s 
should, and it is to be hoped that the 
sponsors will continue to operate and fi­ 
nance the program from taxes of the 
property owners affected. 
Indications are that the Belvedere 
and Tiburon city officials and civic lead­ 
ers will continue to work together on the 
program, which will benefit each area. 
The need of such an undertaking be­ 
came necessary because of development 
of both the uplands and the flat area. 
For many years, the water has had no 
place to settle, except along Tiburon 
Boulevard and the Cove Road area. 
Heretofore, attempts to form flood 
control districts failed because residents 
of the higher areas and undeveloped 
sections were reluctant to accept re­ 
sponsibility for the taxes, a condition 
which is not likely to apply in the pres­ 
ent situation.

It is a little curious that 
Dr. Max Rafferty chooses our 
county to make his pitch for 
easy steps toward frill-less 
education. Of course, he has 
an eager audience here. Most 
Marin parents— and teachers 
—are 
unusually 
aware 
of 
schools. And they have rea­ 
son, in many cases, to boast of 
the schools. 
Although the popularity of 
Rafferty’s 
simplification 
of 
school ' problems” is obvious, 
it should also be obvious that 
at least a few Marin schools 
are outstanding. 


THIS IS WHY Rafferty ap­ 
pears to be out of place when 
he preaches reform in Marin. 
Some schools are already in 
much deeper than Rafferty. 
Terra Linda High School is 
one. It may be, however, that 
Rafferty and the people at 
Terra Linda have different 
ideas as to what “education 
in depth” is. This I would sus­ 
pect, but all the same I doubt 
the state superintendent could 
honestly call what goes on at 
Terra Linda "progressive non­ 
sense.”

w h i c h 
out-of-state 
schoolmen should not miss 
while in the Bay Area came 
along a week or so ago. 


UNDER THE DIRECTION 
of English teacher, R o b e r t 
Schwartz, more than 100 Ter­ 
ra Linda students have form­ 
ed their own film society. Ev­ 
ery Wednesday night they 
see extraordinary movies by 


such people as Einstein, D. W. 
Griffith and Chaplin. 
By itself, this may not be 
an 
integral 
part 
o{ 
high 
school education, but s o m e 
knowledge of such films is 
eventually a part of educa­ 
tion, and there is no reason 
not to begin in high school. 
When I went to high school 
back in the pre-depth days, 
such an idea would never have 
been considered. A film so­ 
ciety is hard to find even now 
at many colleges, let alone 
high schools. 
Schwartz says as far as he 
knows nothing like this is 
done at other public schools. 


HE GOT THE notion to 
start 
a 
school 
film 
study 
group when several interest­ 
ed students had trouble get­ 
ting themselves admitted to a 
local "adult” theater where 
a series of Ingmar Bergman 
films were being shown. 
The school may as well 
show its own classic flims, he 
decided, 
and 
the 
scheme 
caught on fast. With subscrip­ 
tions 
from 
the 
students, 
Schwartz rents the movies 
from the Museum of Modern 
Art in New Y’ork and private 
distributors. 
The idea is more evidence 
of 
the 
comprehensive 
and 
imaginative education that a 
Terra Linda student gets. 
I'm waiting, though, for the 
day when parents begin to 
complain about the “kind” of 
films being shown, Chaplin 
being a “subversive” and so 
forth.

Fracture Of Hip Borte No Longer 
Sentence Of Death For Old Aged 


Our forefathers regarded a hip frac­ 
ture in the aged as the end. This no 
longer is true unless the condition is ne­ 
glected or the victim is in poor health 
when the bone is broken. Nevertheless 
the seriousness of the injury cannot be 
minimized and many victims age 10 
years during the experience. 
Most hip fractures occur from a fall. 
The older person trips and lands on the 
side of the hip. This occurs on icy side­ 
walks. slippery floors, scatter 
rugs, steps, and curbstones. Oc­ 
casionally the fall follows a 
misstep or stumble.

rate, the accident brings on 
severe pain over the broken 
part. The person is unable to 
rise; the involved extremity is 
shorter than the other, and the 
foot and leg are characteristi­ 
cally turned outward.

Stockholders Waiting 


For Next SEC Move 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK W 
— The rank 
and file of the 17 m i l l i o n 
Americans who own stocks are 
waiting for the Securities and 
Exchange Commission to drop 
the other shoe. 


Its first report on securities 
markets touched mainly on the 
qualifications of stock sales­ 
men and their sales practices. 
And some stockholders have 
been deeply involved in the 
past. But the changes suggest­ 
ed 
would 
affect 
brokerage 
houses more than most of their 
customers. 


The SEC’s opinions of the 
conduct of the major stock 
exchanges and the even larg­ 
er over-the-counter market, 
of mutual funds, margin re­ 
quirem ents, and last May’s 
stock market break arc still 
to be spelled out. 


By June those with a few 
stocks tucked away will have a 
much better idea what, if any­ 
thing. is likely to happen to the 
way they buy or sell securities 
and, more important perhaps, 
how they make up their minds. 
The SEC is going out of its 
way to reassure the investing 
public that the great majority 
of stock transactions and deal­ 
er practices are free of fraud, 
in spite of the relatively few 
abuses it spotlighted. 


And relief that the govern­ 
m ent’s watchdog had done 
this— as brokers and profes­ 
sional traders had been led 
in advance to understand it 
would— apparently caused a 
modest rise in stock prices. 


W hether the public itself will 
pay more attention to the mi­ 
nority of flamboyant abuses 
th an to the majority of above­ 
hoard transactions is still to be 
seen. 
And the public may well wait 
for 
final 
judgm ent 
until 
it 
learns what SEC investigators 
say they found out about mu­ 
tual funds, exchange practices 
and policing, over-the-counter 
dealings and their reporting, 
and the method of regulating 
the buying of slocks part in 
cash and part on credit. 


What the SEC recommends 
and what Congress finally 
does in the way of new regu­ 
lations may be two different 
thiagft. 
fighter rale# 
on 


some practices the SEC criti­ 
cizes have been asked before 
and have been shelved by the 
lawmakers. 


And since the SEC investi­ 
gation began, several stock ex­ 
changes and stock dealers as­ 
sociations have tightened some 
of their own rules. 


Stocks are traded on 18 ex­ 
changes 
in 
the 
nation. 
On 
th em nearly two billion shares 
worth 55 b i l l i o n d o l l a r s 
chanced hands in 1962. 
The 
two largest, the New York Ex­ 
change and the American Stock 
Exchange, between them list 
2.572 stock issues. 


But 
some 
5,50ft 
broker- 
dealers do a much larger 
business each year in about 
50,00ft different stocks that 
aren’t listed. 
Much of this 
business is done over the 
teleohone. 
Brokers 
reore- 
senting buyers and sellers 
seek each other out and ne­ 
gotiate prices that both sides 
will accept. 


On the exchanges the listed 
stocks are bought and sold by 
the auction method— that is. by 
th" matching bid and asked 
prices. 


Both the listed and over-the- 
counter markets are under SEC 
regulation, but the rules differ. 
And it is the proposed changes 
in these rules that the dealers 
and 
the 
stock 
owners 
and 
would-be owners are waiting to 
assess. 


And also they’re waiting to 
see what the debate on the 
changes will do to public con­ 
fidence in the markets.
